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more full-time employees to perform their own preaudits, subject1

to monitoring by the accounting bureau. The preaudits shall be2

performed in accordance with the provisions of subdivisions (3)(a)3

through (f) of section 81-1111.4

(c) using the public money to the best advantage, (d) promoting20
